1967, the 
Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce set 
up a Committee under the Chairmanship of Shri P. C. Borooah 
to undertake a comprehensive leview of the economic condi- 
tions and problems of the tea industry in all ils aspects and 
make recommendations regarding the measures required to be

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ing the Fourth Finn period. The teims of the reference of the

(b) to look into the urgent problems of muiketing, 
financing and research that are facing the industiy 
and which may be standing in the way of its appm- 
pnate development; and

Nearly half the estates in the district have been 
running at a loss or at a marginal profit. The Committee, 
theiefore, recommends, a subsidy at the rate of 3,000/- per 
acre and additional pis. 1,000 per acre for loss of revenue 
from crop, as an incentive to replant and replace uneconomic 
areas. (Paras 1.38 & 1.40-41) 

1J. The ceiling allowed by Income Tax Authorities for the 
purpose of development allowance, should be revised from 
Rs. 10,000 and Rs. 12,500 per hectare for plains and hills 
gardens to Rs. 12,500 and Rs. 15,000 per hectare respectively.

Our scientists are at a distinct 
disadvantage in comparison with those of our two main com- 
petitors. The Committee, therefore, recommends that not 
only should more funds, and also adequate foreign exchange 
be provided for research, but the procedure for imports, 
wherever necessary, should be streamlined to make it possible 
to obtain urgently and easily from abroad, the required 
equipment in time. (Paras 2.44 — 2.48) 

21. T.R.A. which is partly financed by Government suffers 

from the inability to forecast their income from year to year 
and this is a serious handicap when planning must be done 
on a long-term basis. This can be solved in two ways by (a) 
a block grant, or (b) a levy on the industry. The Committee 
prefers the former -but if the latter finds favour with the 
Government, the entire net proceeds should be utilised exclu- 
sively for tea research.

Accepted in principle. Quantum of subsidy in the Darjee- 
ling area has to he examined further and decided. 


Accepted in principle. Necessary amendments to law will 
he consideied by Government. 


The general observations of the Committee have been 
noted and specific proposals if submitted by the Tea Board 
will be examined. 

Such assistance for co-operative tea factories has been 
agreed to. Kenya scheme is not suitable to India.

For efficient control of promotional activities a small Central 
Committee may be set up with four members including offi- 
cials and representatives of the trade to sanction the promo- 
tional schemes, and once they have been approved, funds in- 
cluding foreign exchange should automatically be released 
for their effective operation. We are gratified to learn that 
the Administrative Reforms Commission has also made a 
similar recommendation. (Paras 3.130 — 3.131) 

46. In countries where intensive promotion is taken, up, it 
may be necessary to have campaign and public relations 
officer to maintain liaison with packers distributors, consu- 
mers, etc. the press and Journals.

49. There .has been a continuous decline in the profitability 
of the tea industry. The rate of new plantings and replantings 
has not been at the desired level because the industry has not 
been allowed to retain sufficient surplus to plough back. The 
policy of taxation followed by the Central and State Govern- 
ments together with the various statutory obligations imposed 
on the industry is mainly responsible for the decline in the 
profitability. (Paras 4.14 & 4.15) 

55. The frequent upward revision of excise duty has be- 
come a strain on the working resources of producers and 
could be overcome if the Bonded warehouse system is extend- 
ed to tea.

Accepted in principle. Tea Board should pursue the 
matter with piouucers and exporters. 


While increases in port charges on tea cannot be completely 
ailed out, the Ministry of Shipping and Transport will take 
into account the likely impact on exports of tea while con- 
sidering any revision in the port charges on tea exports. 

So far as Cochin port is concerned adequate facilities 
exists. Steps arc being taken to augment the berthing capa- 
city at the port and forklifts have been provided. 

2. As regards Calcutta, difficulties experienced at present 
due to draft restrictions are expected to be overcome with 
the commissioning of Farakka Barrage and the Haldia Dock 
system in the near future. Calcutta is the natural outlet for 
expoits of tea produced in the eastern region and it is not 
normally desirable to divert this traffic all the way to Kandla. 
However, in Exceptional circumstances the Port of Kandla is 
in position to provide the necessary facilities for the export 
of tea. 


The development of transport facilities by the concerned 
Department does not cater to large scale adoption of palletised 
consignments, but the container service it is anticipated would 
fulfil the need. 


Regular direct sailings to Dublin and Rotterdam are alteady 
available from Cochin. The Shipping Corporation of India 
also provides bi-monthly service from Malabar to Australia 
and they intend shortly to increase its frequency to one sail- 
ing a month. They have plans to extend this service to New 
Zealand in the near future. 

The need for promotion of tea bags for export is accepted. 


There is no need to have a separate ceiling for publicity. 
Any reasonable proposal for expenditure on publicity will be 
considered on merits. 


Accepted and concrete schemes will be considered on 
merits. 


The policy of taxation followed by the Central and State 
Governments is based on certain overall considerations and 
in the national interest in the context of the prevailing eco- 
nomic conditions. The policy is regularly reviewed and 
suitable changes are effected taking into consideration the 
general conditions of major industries. The decline in the 
profitability of the tea industry cannot be attributed to taxa- 
tion policy of the Central and State Governments. 

The setting up of bonded warehouses will be helpful to the 
Tea Industry. The incidence of excise duty cannot be con- 
sidered in isolation and in 1970-71. 

Budget overall relief has been provided to tb« industry. 
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Recommendations 


57. It iv necessary to give some relief on the Excise duty

Sit. The Kciala hales Tax is a heavy burden on the indusli y 
in the South. 7 he West Bengal Sales Tax Act provides for 
exemption from payment of Sales Tax subject to certain con- 
ditions and at the fust point of sale there is no sales tax 
liability. It the Keiala Government adopted a similar pro- 
cedure ir would lessen the hmden on the producer and would 
also encourage them to support Cochin auctions.

practical help to the industry. Unless Government of India 
makes available funds l'or these loans and subsidies immedia- 
tely it will not be piopcr for it to expect the industry to fulfil 
its statutory obligations. fPara 4.46)
